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AWARD 


By order N.). ID / 15933, dated 71h June , 1974 , the Guvernor of Haryana referred the following 
dispute between the management of M /s Avon Automotive Components Company (P ) Ltd., Sector -6 , Plot 
No. 59 , Faridabad and its workman Shri Hawuldar Singlı, to this Tribunal , for adjudication , in exercise of 
the powers conferred by clause (d ) of sub -section ( 1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 : 

Whether the termination of services of Shri Hawaldar Singh wes, justified and in order ? If not, 

to what relief is he entitled ? 
On receipt of the order of reference riotices were issused to the parties. The parties appeared 
and filed their pleadings . On the pleadings of the parties, the following issues were framed by my learned 
predecessor on 22nd September , 1975 : -- 

(1) Whether demand was raised by the workman on themanagement in respect of the dispute as 

referred to this Tribunal and rejected by the management before the matter was taken up 
by the Conciliation Officer ? 


( 2 ) If not, what is its effect ? 


(3) Whether the services of Shri Hawaldar Singh werc terminated justifiably ? If not , to what relief 

is he entitled ? 


The case was set for the evidence on issue No. 1. My lcained predecessce decided issuc No. 1 
against the management , -vide order, dated 10th October, 1975 , and the case was fixed for evidence of the 
management. The management examined one Shri Dev Raj Singh , their personnel Incharge as M.W. 1 who 
depused that the workman was first appointed on 15th February, 1973. His services wero tcrminated on 
18th June, 1973, as his work was not found satisfactory and he was given letters Ex . M - 1 to M -5 , 
warning him . 


Then the case was fixed for the evidence of the workman . The workman did not appear. The 
representative for the workman gave a statement that he had no instructions from the workman concerncd 
to appear in this case and the workman did not contact bim for the past two months . 

From the above circumstances , I find that the workman was not interested in pursuing his dispute . 
Therefore, I give my finding issuc-wise . 

Issue No. 2. - As issue No. 1 has been decided against the management, hence issue No. 2 also 
decide against the management. 


Issue No. 3.- The workinan concerned does not seem to take interest in pursuing his disputc . 
Moreover tne cvidence of the management reveals that the workman had got 4 months service only at 
his credit. This is also a circumstance to show that the workman did not take interest in pursuing his 
dispute . I, therefore , decide issue No. 3 against the Workman . 


In view of my findings on issues , I give my award that the termination of services of Shri Howaldar 
Singh was justified and in order. He is not entitled to any relief.
